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In view of the fact that many War Funds have terminated their activities, the General — 
Council wishes to state that King George’s Fund for Sailors, although inaugurated 
during the war, is a permanent fund, now incorporated under Royal Charter, and 
that it is hoped to continue its activities in perpetuity. 
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GENERAL, 


In presenting the Report of King George’s Fund for Sailors for the year 1923 
the General Council is pleased to record a busy and useful year. 


It is gratifying to note that the Annual Subscriptions are well maintained ; and, though the total 
amount received is approximately the same as last year, there has been a continued tincrease in the indt- 
vidual number of subscribers. This is a very healthy sign, and the Council hopes that receipts under this 


heading will continue to show improvement. 


In spite of the adverse conditions prevailing in trade and industry, the Fund has received support for 
its work on behalf of the Marine Benevolent Institutions in a measure the Council considers satisfactory, 
having especially in view its current policy of restricting its appeal activities while the national need 


for curtailment of expenditure is so great. 


The President and Council desire, however, once again to remind all those who realise their indebted- 
ness to the labours of the British seaman in war and peace, that the Marine Benevolent Institutions 
of this country require an annual sum of over £960,000 to meet their commitments. At atime such as the 
present, when all charitable institutions find it. increasingly difficult to maintain their income from 
voluntary contributions, support, either direct to the marine charity in which the donor may be per- 
sonally interested, or through the medium of King George’s Fund for Sailors for allocation to those 
institutions most urgently in need of present assistance, is more than ever essential for the sailor and his 


dependents in need, sickness, or distress. 


The legacies received during the year amount to £4,749 7s. 10d., and the individual number of 
bequests shows an increase. An encouraging feature, also, is that many bequests have been allotted to the 
Fund by Executors and Trustees having the exercise of discretionary powers, thus indicating that the 


administrators of sums bequeathed for charitable purposes appreciate the existence of the Fund as 
a medium of distribution where sailors’ charities are concerned. As has been previously pointed out, 
the Fund stands in an unique position, with an inside knowledge of the many Marine Benevolent Institu- 
tions, and with wide experience most generously placed at its service on the Council, in the Committees, 
and by the Honorary Visitors and others deeply interested in the seaman’s welfare. It insures that 
benefactions not only go to the particular objects for which they are intended, but also to those institu- 
tions carrying out such objects, which at the time are most in need. The Council hopes to be able to 
announce in the near future that a very large and important legacy for seamen’s' charities has been passed 


to it for administration. 


In tendering their grateful appreciation to those who have so generously contributed to the Fund 
during the year, the Council would like to take this opportunity of placing on record its thanks for the

The General Council would further like to take this opportunity of recording its appreciation of 
the assistance which it continues to receive from the Press, an assistance, the benefits from which it is 


impossible to estimate. 


The General Council has met five times during the year. H.R.H. toe Duxe or York, the President 
of the Fund, was graciously pleased to preside at the December Meeting, which, by gracious permission 
of His Majesty THE Kine, was held at St. James’s Palace. The Annual General Meeting, by kind per- 
mission of the Lorp Mayor, took place in the Mansion House, and all other Meetings were held in the 
Court Room of the Honourable Corporation of the Trinity House, at which H.R.H. roe Duke or 
ConnaAuGutT, the Chairman, is always graciously pleased to take the Chair, when his engagements allow. 
The General Council, on behalf of those interested in the Fund, desires to place on record this expression of 
its appreciation and gratitude to the Elder Brethren of the Trinity House for the kindness and courtesy 
which they have extended to the Fund at all times since its inauguration.

The Distribution Committee (under the Chairmanship of Captain Sir H. Acron BuaKe), the 
Finance Committee (Chairman, Sir JOHN WIMBLE), and the Collecting Committee (Chairman, Captain Sir 
ARTHUR CLARKE), have met at intervals during the year, and the Council desires to thank the Members 
of these Committees for the able manner in which their work has been carried out and for their regular 


attendance. 


DISTRIBUTION. 


The number of applications from Marine Benevolent Institutions to participate in the Main Grants 
of the Fund was 87, and of these 78 were allocated grants. The total grants during the year amounting 
to £49,212. 


INTERIM GRANTS. 


These are given to meet urgent demands for assistance which cannot well wait until the Main Dis- 
tribution at the end of the year, and totalled £8,250. As in 1922, these were principally given to 
Samaritan Funds for relief “in kind” of individual distress. 


JUTLAND AND NORTH SEA FUND. 


This Fund was originally placed at the disposal of the General Council in 1920, by Sir James 
ALLEN, the High Commissioner for New Zealand, for the relief of distress connected with the Battle of 
Jutland. The unexpended balance of £1,662 was allocated early in 19283, as shown in the Distribution 
List, and the Fund closed. 


MAIN GRANTS. 


These amounted to £39,800, and though the major part went to the older institutions, a considerable 
sum was once again allotted to the several Samaritan Funds dealing with distress amongst seafarers 
and their dependents, chiefly brought about as an aftermath of the War. It is hoped that when an 
improvement takes place in the general and oversea trade of this country the necessity for these special 
funds will gradually disappear. In the meantime, the General Council has to express its indebtedness 
and thanks to the Chairmen, Committee, and Staffs of those bodies administering these temporary funds, 
who give entirely voluntary service, at no cost to this Fund,and, with their mature and unrivalled experi- 
ence, deal directly with individual cases of distress. They have done a great deal of invaluable work, 
and the Council is most grateful for their help and co-operation. 


Fifty-nine of the Institutions applying for grants during the year have been inspected and reported 
upon by the Honorary Visitors to the Fund. An endeavour is made, where possible, to change the 
Visitors to the several Institutions each year, and this has been done in many cases, thus obtaining fresh 
and independent opinions by different individuals on the same Institution. The reports received have 
been very interesting, and are most valuable when the allocation of grants is under consideration, and 
the comparative claims of the several Institutions come under review. The General Council again desires 
to tender its hearty thanks and appreciation to the Honorary Visitors for the time and attention they 


have devoted to the interests of the Fund. 


The General Council is open to receive special or urgent applications from Marine Institutions at 
any time during the year, when they will come up for immediate consideration. On the second Saturday 
in March an advertisement will be inserted in the Press, inviting applications from Marine Benevolent 
Institutions desirous of being considered at the Main Distribution of the Fund for the current year. It 
is desired again to emphasise the fact that the absence of a grant, or the variation in the amount of a 
grant, to a Marine Benevolent Institution implies only that the Council, having before it the current cir- 
cumstances of the case, has decided upon the allocation accordingly.

After the Minutes of the last Meeting had been signed, His Roya Hicuness, the President, gave 


the following address: — 


“My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 


We have met again to receive and approve the Annual Recommendation of the Distribution 
Committée, and to let the contributors to King George’s Fund know that its work is maintained in 
accordance with the aims of its foundation. Once again, in memory of the men who kept the ocean 
in the Great War, our Fund distributes £49,400 among the approved ‘Marine Charities. It has done 
this yearly since 1917, the year of its foundation, and the total distribution amounts to £362,000. 
This yearly distribution is the exact purpose for which the Fund was raised. We would naturally 
like to distribute more, but we have made reasonably sure that we can allocate, approximately £50,000 


every year, remembering that the Fund was specially for the future as well as for the present. 


The Marine Benevolent Institutions require no less than £960,000 per year to keep them up. 
The Fund is a permanent memorial to brave men, and will be as lasting, we may hope, as those in 
stone or marble. Most of us have helped to raise a local war memorial in the village or town best 
known to us. The Seaman comes from all towns and from every county, and if there is anyone 
who has not yet made his thankoffering for being preserved from invasion and famine by the endur- 


ance of the men at sea, King George’s Fund is open to receive it. 


The British public are magnificently responsive to a strong appeal, and I can assure all those 
who of their charity are disposed to help, that our Fund, by its careful examination of every applica- 


tion of its object, protects alike the man who gives and the man who is in need. 


I should like to take this ‘opportunity in the name of the Council and for myself, to express our 
warm thanks to Sir Arthur Clarke, Captain Bosanquet, and the Honorary Visitors, for the untiring 
work they continue to do to help our Fund, and I especially congratulate the latter on the admirable 
reports which they have made on the Marine Institutions scattered over the Kingdom, and !which, in 


such a large measure, enable us to base our carefully selected grants.” 


The Report of the Distribution Committee was presented by Captain Sir Acron Braxe, the Chair- 
man; that of the Finance Committee, by Sir Jonn Wimste, the Chairman; and that of the Collecting 


Committee, by Major-General Lorp TREoweEN. It was resolved in each case that the Report be received 
and adopted. 


Captain Sir ARTHUR CLARKE, Deputy Chairman, then gave a short statement on the work of the Fund 
during the year, and moved the election of :—

Sir FrReperick Lewis seconded, and the motion was carried unanimously. 


Lorp SourHwark then proposed a vote of thanks to H.R.H. tHe Duxe or Yorx for presiding at the 
Meeting, which was seconded by Admiral of the Fleet Sir Henry Jackson, G.C.B., and carried with 


acclamation. 


His Royat HicHness, in his reply, said:— 


“ T thank you, my Lords and Gentiemen, for the very kind way in which you have received the 
vote of thanks to me, which Lord Southwark and Sir Henry Jackson have so ‘kindly proposed and 
seconded. I must say it is a great satisfaction to me to be associated with a Fund which, in very 
difficult times, continues to be able to do such excellent work; and I must say that I am very proud 


indeed to be the President of such a great Institution as ours has become since its inception.”
